SCENES ALONG THE LINE. 


Streets Crowded With Thousands of 
Spectators—In Madison Square. 


The crowds along the line of march to-day 
wers as large as yesterday, but there was a 
difference in their appearance. Yesterday the 
soldiers were all marching and the observers 


were citizens; to-day the visiting military are 
scattered among the on-lookers and the 
citizens are doing the walking. The various 
churches all ad stands for their parish- 
loners.

The stands, every window facing the 
square, the roofs of surrounding build- 
ings and the sidewalks were crowded 
and packed with a mass of humanity.

The Centennial Banquet. 


New YORK, May 1.—The centennial banquet 
given last night in the Metropolitan Opera- 
house was an elaborate and costly affair. The 
decorations were magnificent. The stage and 


auditorium had been made a continuous floor 
and 100 tables arranged in double horseshoe 
shape seated 800. Two hundred perfectly 
drilled waiters attended on the guests. The 
different courses were served at all the tables 
at exactiy the same time, the chief steward 
communicating with the chief cook by means 
of an electric button.

The Visitors in New York. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTca,. 

NEW YORK, May 1,—Yesterday was a big day 
for travel, in the opinion of competent jndges 
the greatest that New York ever had, for over 
half a million outsiders came on to Manhattan 


Island, and the number the railroads carried 
together with those bandied by the ferries and 
those who crossed the Brooklyn bridge in 
both directions, was more than 1,000, 
with no serious accident. In town the Man- 
hattan elevated railroad carried upward 
of 1,000,000 people and carried them safely. 
The bridge travel was estimated at 150,000 each 
way. The ferries brought in over three hun- 
dred thousand, and probably handled nearly 
seven bundred thousand. e railroads han- 
died about two and one-half times the ordli- 
nary number of 120,000, which would make it 
300,000 for 1 The grand total for the 
three roads using tye Grand Central Station 
was about tnirty thousand each way, or 60,000 
all told, of which the New Haven road had 
25,000. This is two and a half times the 
regular travel and about as well as the 
road ever did. The rush in the evening filled 
the three passenger rooms like cattie yards, 
and the policemen’s clubs—and lots of them— 
had to be brought into play. It would have 
been far worse if there had been no fire works 
inthe evening. That kept nearly balf ofthe 
visitors back until late trains. Similar tales 
might be told aboutthe other depots. The 
Long Island Railroad carried upwaras 
ef 50,000 exclusive of rapid transit 
travel, bus Superintendent Barton ig used to 
bigger crowds than that.

SKILLED HOUSE CLEANERS, 


Who Fut a Whole House in Order 
From Cellar to Chimney Pots. 


From the New York Sun. 

The housekeepers of this city who are dread- 
ing the time ofthe annual heuse cleaning 
now near at hand, and the many wretched 
anortals who are anticipating the horrors of 
moving on May 1 into another house, which is 
almost sure to be left in adeplorable condli- 
tion by its last tenants, should be of good 
cheer, because there are in New York many 


House Cleaning Bureaus,’’ any one of which 
will undertake the job of going into the most 
discouraginely ey establishment and will 
guarantee to put it in apple-pie order. 

Suppose now that you’re not going to move, 
but wantthe house righted and cleaned up. 
You can make a centract with one of these 
firms to do the whole business, and bright and 
early some morning you'll nd your house in- 
vaded by a score of workmen, each one of 
whom likes to be considered a specialist in his 
line. You’ll find all your fire-places closed up 
and the chimneys being cleaned, swept, coal 
and wood piled up, ashes and trash cleaned 
out,barrels and boxes andtrunks, and the 
hundred and two or three other things which 
find their way by a sort of domestic gravita- 
tion tothe cellar overhauled and neatly ar- 
ranged, and the walls all freshly whitewashed 
and the furnace cleanéd and fixed for next 
winter's first fre. Thea those terrible cellar 
stairs will be fixed, too, and the gas jet 
cleaned out and made to burn. 

Next for the basement, or, let us take it all 
together; the yard is cleaned, the fences re- 
painted, and. it you like, the grass plot 
spaded and seeded. But wait, leave the yard 
till later, because there are those sunken 
chairs in the parlor and those hard mattresses 
up stairs, all of which must be taken out into 
the yard to have their hair or any other kind 
of stuffing picked up’’and aired and made 
soft and fluffy again. And everything must 
be taken out there to be beaten. Chairs, 
sofas, pillows, carpets and rugs, mattresses, 
ottomans, everything that is stuffed, will be 
the better for a good open-air drubbing, even 
if they don’t need ‘‘picking up’’ or a thor- 
ough cleansing, iike that dining-room car- 
pet, in which case they are to be sent away 
and must be back within three days. 

While the furniture is out of the parior or 
any other room the floors are scrubbed, the 
woodwork cleaned, the walis and ceilings 
dusted, the windows polished, the summer 
shutters washed and put up, and then, before- 
the room is completed, the pictures are care- 
fully cleaned and their frames and every bit 
of furniture touched up and repolished. 

And in this way they will go through the 
whole house, and even clean your silverware 
and shine up or replate the front door knob 
and bell, and x the other bells, and make 
everything of silver, nickel or brass fairly 
shine, and fix all the locks and the broken or 
balky windows, and if you'll let them, they’ ll 
send a man to regulate and tune the piaco. 

In short, they will go into the most dilapi- 
dated house in town, and in two or three days 
they Il leave everything bright and clean and 
sweet and glistening and giowing like a man- 
o’-war. 

There are many of these ‘‘bureaus’’ in New 
York, and generally their charges are moder- 
ate—they work by the job—and itis worth all 
it costs to be through the whole ordeal quickly 
and quietly. The latest addition of this nature 
is an organized crew of French sailors, whose 
headquarters ure in 4 saloon on Stanton street. 
They so about the city dressed in showy uul- 
forms, carrying ladders and buckets and va- 
riots utensils of their trade. Their specialty 
is the cleaning of the outside of houses, and 
whenever they undertake a contract they set 
up a ladder in front of the house and do not 
take it down until every brick and pane, every 
shutter and window frame, has been made 
free from dirt. A great deal of curiosity is al- 
ways aroused by their presence in the street, 
because they look like some part of a parade 
that has got lost. It is said that — do a 
good business, although their inability to 
speak English aud their lack of system at 
headquarters must be seriously in the way.

They are a‘‘peculiar people,’’ living 
still in a world of their own, though no longer 
compelled so to live; clannish, nomadic, given 
to superstition to a degree, but seldom hard 
or heartiess. Often Iimprovident and 
prodigal, their natures are peculiarly open 
to appeals of the unfortunate for sympathy, 
pity and free-handed charity. The benefit 
performances in which they come tothe help 
of one of their number fallen on evil days, are 
noble demonstrations of good willand good- 
fellowship. In these admirable characteristics 
the theatrical profession could ‘‘give points’’ 
to another ancient and useful calling—the cler- 
ical. A distinguished und not disingenuous 
clergymen lately asked in the course of some 
remarks on his ‘‘high profession spiritual, 
Why is not there more good fellowship 
and genuine esprit de corps among the clergy? 
No wonder so many of the laity fail to respect 
us when we fail to respect ourselves and 
each other.“ 

There is no danger of actors too slightly 
esteeming their profession, or underrating Its 
importance and the dignity of its exponents. 
The veriest ‘‘barn-stormer’’ of them all rev- 
erences the art by which Shakspeare lived, 
and through which be lives on forever. 
Doubtless the reverend gentiemen from whom 
Ihave quoted evaggerated the lack of clan- 
ship and kinship in his sacred guild, but I 
really believe there is no profession equal to 
the dramatic for the standing-by and 

STICKING-TO PRINCIPLE. 

This characteristic loyalty has been nobly 
shown by Edwin Booth, in his munificent gift 
to his fellows, of the Players’ Olub-house. 

Some actors could also give points’’ to 
business men in commercial honor. I lately 
heard how Uncle Joshua Whitcomb,’’ hav- 
ing been obliged by a run of il-luck, some 
years ago, to leave some debts behind him in 
Canada, returned with some of the first gold 
taken out of his 01d Homestead’’ do- 
nanza—called in and paid off every claim with 
interest.

bound cashiers. 

The present seem to be the palmy days of 
the legitimate drama, socially considered. 
At last the word, so long unjustiy and unwisely 
beld, bas been spoken society to the artist 
— Come up higher!“ mean spoken in good 
English, for ages ago it was uttered in all the 
Continental languages by nobies, princes, and 


popes. 

In England, painters have hitherto been 
more highly esteemed than actors, though 
within the present reign the refined artist, 
Sir Edwin Landseer, once felt himself com- 

elied by his self respect to leave 

indsor Castle, where he was painting 
the Queen's portrait, by her own ap- 
pointment, and to go back to London, without 
ceremony and without dinner, becuuse on the 
advent of some German potentate, reigning 
over a square mile or so, he was informed that 
his plate would be laid at the second table. I 
do not think the slight was ever repeated in 
his case, or in that of any other great painter 
or sculptor found worthy to sit at the Queen’s 
table when there was no company; but in the 
very center of intellectual culture and his- 
trionic taste dramatic artists heve until lately 
suffered a degree of 

SOCIAL OSTRACISM, 

which only genius ofa high order, and in the 
case of the actress, personal distinction and a 
reputation absolutely immaculate could over- 
come. 

Royalty hes stood on asupernal height, even 
above the greatest and most virtuous of 
actresses. The stately Siddons, often 
*‘commanded’’ to read Shakspeare to 
good Queen Charlotte, was never allowed 
to sit in the awful presence, but expected 
to stand, hour after hour, and did stand, 
with loyal pluck, even when in a state of 
delicate health, till one day she, fainted and 
made a splendid fall not set down in the stage 
directions. She never murmured at these 
bard lines, nor fretted over the rigid laws of 
state etiquette which barred her from a regu- 
lay presentation at court, thus an impossible 
honor for one who out-queened all the queens 
of her time; but in a later and somewhat more 
liberal reign, a great tragedian, Macready, 
protested bitterly against such invidious and 
odious distinetions. He had no boyish or 
flUunkeyish desire to don a court suit, having 
finer costumes in his theatrical wardrobe, 
or to witness court parades and cere- 
monies, which he knew he could surpass in 
splendor on his own stage; but the fact that 
he was considered unworthy to kiss the fair 
hand of his young sovereign—the hand that 
he saw night after night leading the applause 
of a multitade over his scholarly acting and 

icturesque stage effects, was most galling to 

im. He felt this barring-out to a morbid 
degree. It even gave him a sort contempt for 
the profession be had followed with so much 
dignity and artistic fidelity. He said that ac- 
cording to English aristocratic custom, as to 
old English law, all players were ‘‘vaga- 
bonds, and so must always be regarded. Sie 
would never allow his children to see him on 
the stage, lest they should iose their respect 
for him. 

WHEN DICKENS 

at the head of his company of distinguished 
amateurs, laying fora dramatic fund, were 
‘‘commanded’’ to Windsor to amuse the 

ueen and a lot of kin and such—he de- 
clined to go unless he and his friends could be 
received as guests. That was a bold step for- 
ward for the profession. Fancy the brilliant 
wits of Queen Anne’s time taking such a 
stand! 

It has always been easier in England for mu- 
sical genius to make its way to the uppermost 
social circles, torise by the gentile force of 
the concord of sweet sounds, even to the 
companionship of royalty, like the lark, at 
Heaven's gate singing’’—yet in the case of a 
peerless prima-donna, the question of morais 
or reputation is paramount. The superb 
Grisi was accepted solely as an artist, praised 
and paid, and sent down to supper with other 
paid entertainers. Patti, Marquise de Caux, 
was everywhere received, though she did 
earn her living, provide for her own table 
in Paris, and r hbhusband’s at Monte 
Carlo; but Patti, the self-emancipated, was 
quietly ignored ; and though Patti-Nicolini has 
been rehabilitated toa degree, yet having been 
a@itvorced, and the cause of divorce in others, 
she will probably never be admitted to the 
Queen’s drawing m, or invited to the 
most 93 and exclusive houses of the no- 
bility, lle the irreproachable Albani and 
the prudent Nileson are welcome guests in the 
paiaces of dukes, princes and preiates. I 
think such discrimination in favor of pro- 
priety and purity of life is just and wise. 

MANY ENGLISH SINGERS 


rot the public, the aristo- 
usband, bas made a lute abandon- 
ment of the old life and its associations a sine 
non. How awfully tiresome the charm! 
who became Duchess of St. Albans 


heir-apparent, whatever he may doin Paris, 
has learned to discriminate when in his own 
oapital aud among his future subjects, in favor 
of such actresses as I have mentioned—women 
of respectability and refinement, and so has 
done much to set the fashion in London, 
where true artists can no longer be treated 
with supercilious condescension or timid 
tolerance. 

Yet actors and actresses are less frequent! 
found inthe great London mansions of high 
rank and fashion than in the modest houses of 
musicians, painters, authors, and journalists 
where meet brilliant mixed circles of art and 
literature,which rather spoil one for ordinary 
society. Atthe hospitabie house of a weil- 
known Scotch gentleman and journalist, Mr. 
Forbes-Robertson, we for several seasons 
enjoyed delightful, informal gatherings 
in which we met the finest talent and 
distinction of that choice but in- 
finitely varied department of London life, 
known as Upper Bohemia.

1842 with Great Britain. The act simply 


| provides for the arrest and surrender. of 
such persons arriving hereafter, upon a 


proper showing of cause, and uponi the 
sole condition that they shall not be held 
on any charge but the one set forth in the 
requisition for. their surrender. As the 
Dominion is an organization of subject 
provinces, incapable of entering into any 
agreement with foreign powers, the act 
stands simply asa local law of which any 
foreign state can avail itself by giving the 
required assurance, regardless of reciproc- 
ity. 

The suggestions of some Eastern papers 
that reciprocity on our part is impractica- 
ble because neither State nor Federal 
Governments can provide for extradition 
except in pursuance of existing treaties, 
and that this act must prove ineffectual 
because treaty provisions alone can guar- 
antee the exemption of extradited persons 
from trial on other charges, seem to be 
without solid foundation. 

So far as reciprocity is concerned there 
is nothing in the Constitution nor in any 
existing treaty to prevent Congress and 
the several State Legislatures from dupli- 


eral jurisdictions. They are just as free 
as Canada to stop an unwelcome influx of 
foreign criminals by statutes providing 
for extradition beyond the scope of exist- 
ing treaties. Aud the immunity required 
by the Weldon act would be amply guar- 
anteed by an act of Congress forbidding 
the Federal courts and by State laws 
forbidding State courts to try an extra- 
dited prisoner on any charge but that 
named in the extradition papers. 

The power to surrender escaping crimi- 
nals to their governments is partof the 
police power inevery government, inde- 
pendent of treaties, and may beregu- 
lated by treaty and by statute or by 
statute alone. Itis frequently exercised 
as a mere matter of international comity 
inthe absence of treaties, and the chief 
utility of extradition treaties is to secure 
full reciprocity and greater certainty 
Whether our laws should provide for the 
surrender to Canadian courts of em- 
bezzlers and other wrong-doers not re- 
ferred to in our extradition treaty with 
Great Britain is not a question of power 
or practicability, but merely a question 
of policy and comity. 
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Missourr has high license, higher 
license than any other State, and nobody 
proposes to lower it. The assertion that 
there is any fight going on in the press or 
in the Legislature against high license, is 
false and without any semblance of 
foundation in fact. The only contest is 
over an attempt to deprive St. Louis and 
Kansas City of local option as to the 
amount of tax they shall collect for local 
purposes from saloons. There is a scheme 
to put the granting of licenses in this 
city in the hands of Police Commissioners, 
whom the Governor regards as his private 
secretaries, under his private orders and 
removable at his pleasure, without as- 
signment of cause. This effort to put the 
saloons of St. Louis under political con- 
trol, for purty and personal purposes, and 
to put the saloon business on a worse basis 
of regulation than the present one, is all 
there is in the babble about high license.

GENERAL HARRISON had the high pur- 
poses of the men who founded this gov- 
ernment for the good of the whole people 
clearly and forcibly placed before him 
yesterday.

The second trouble is a difficulty between 
the supervisors of street sweeping and the 
street cleaners, the men employed on the 
machines, carts and dirt wagons. The super- 
intendent employed by the contractor bas in- 
formed his men that they will lose 
their jobs if they take orders from 


the Street Department men, and the Street 
Department men are employed solely for the 
purpose of making the street-cleaning men do 
he work properly. A couple of nights ago 
the trouble grew so bitter that one 
of the sweeping bosses drew a revolver 
on one of the department superintendents 
and hot words were exchanged, but no dam- 
age done. Thesweepers want to do things 
their own way und their idea of the proper 
method differs with the idea of the depart- 
superintendents. It is probable 
that some amicable arrangement 
will be made in a few days. 
The third difficulty, which is now almost 
under control, is with the street sprinkling 
contractors, some of them showing a disposi- 
tion to shirk on the work assigned to them. 
The inspectors have all been given strict in- 
structions, and it any more bad work is en- 
countered the Street Cominissioner will begin 
to cut off payment under the contracts.

The death of Mrs. Susan Kelly Wright, col- 
ored, was fully investigated by Coroner Frank 
this morning. Mrs. Wright resided with her 
husband, James Wright, at No. 6101 South 
Broadway. On the afternoon of the 7th 
of April, Officer O’Gara attempted to 
arrest Columbus Wright for blockading the 
sidewalk on Broadway and Kansas when 
O’Gara laid hands on Wright anumber of 
negroes who were standing around struck 
O’Gara and then beat him. When O’Gara 
freed himself the men had runaway. O’Gara 
followed them to the residence of James 
Wright. ‘Here the officer found them ob- 
structing the street walk and using profane 
language. He attempted to arrest right, 
but he was attacked in the same way 
as before. At that time Officer Kelsey, 
who was inthe Central District, gotoff the 
train at Filmore street, on his way to supper. 
He saw a crowd around the house and imme- 
diately ran over to see what wasup. O’Gara 
explained what the trouble was. The 
patrol wagon was summoned to the 
scene with aid and Police Sergt. 
George McNamee and Officer O’Brien arrived. 
At the inquest to-day Police Sergeant McNa- 
mee stated that when he arrived at the house 
he commanded thatthe door be opened, as it 
was locked, Wright and his followers having 
taken refuge there after they beat O’Gara, 
but there was no answer. Again he asked 
that the door be opened. Then Kelsey and 
McNamee tried to force the door. Just as they 
did so the door was quickly opened and Wade 
Brown, a copper-colored negro, cut helsey 
with a knife. The officers saw then that it 
was necessary for them to use their revolvers. 
They did so and with the desired effect. The 
door was opened and Wade Brown and Colum- 
bus Wright were arrested. Coroner Frank 
stated that he was not trying the officers or 
the megroes. He merely wanted to know if 
the eceased was at the time in 
the room when the firing commenced. This 
could not be proved by the Sergeant. Officer 
Kelsey was sworn and recited his part of the 
affair precisely as above stated. He did not 
see the deceased around the premises. 
O'Gara, O’Brien and Furth all being police 
officers, who were present at the shooting, 
did not see the woman in the room. 
Dr. L. S. Reber, who attended Mrs. Wright 
during the period between the 7th and 28th 
ult., stated that, as far as he knew, the wo- 
man died of exhaustion and premature birth, 
which probably was caused by fright, 
but he was positive exhaustion 
was _ the cause of death. James 
K. Wright, husband of the deceased, 
stated that after the affray his wife suffered 
terribly. Sbe was badly scared and she never 
recovered. C. C. Wright, brother-in-law to 
the deceased, testified thatthe deceased was 
in the room at the time the officers 
fred. She as 80 scared that 
she fell in a dead faint. From 
that day until she died she never was the 
same woman, Mrs. C. C. Wright also testi- 
fed that the deceased’s death was caused 
from fright bythe police officers shooting in 
the house. Coroner Frank explained again 
that he was not there to examine into the riot, 
but was investigating the direct cause 
of the woman’s death, and as she had a physi- 
clan who attended her through ber illness, he 
could notsee how it was that fright caused 
her death. His verdictin the case was that 
the deceased died of exhaustion and of the 
effects of premature birth. The inquest at- 
tracted considerable attention. The house 
was crowded with negroes, whilst on the out- 
side a number of policemen were detailed.

Over a Million and Three-Quarter Bushels 
of Grain Delivered on May Contracts. 


It the members of the Missouri Legisiature

Merchants’ Exchange, It was ‘‘delivery day 
on Change, tbe first of the month having är - 
rived, allowing of deliveries to be made upon 
May contracts. Unusual interest attached to 
this particular option. Corners had threatened 
both May wheat and May oats and there was 
no telling but what the deais might be re- 
vived, though traders generally thought that 
improbable, An unusually large stock of corn 
was carried here and there was no doubt most 
of the No. 2 would be delivered when May 1 
arrived. Hence the interest the first of this 
month excited in graintraders’ minds. 80 
many of the local operators were tied up be- 
tween wheat or oat cobtracts— in the gap,’’ 
as speculative parlance has it—that is, Bad 
May bought from one party and sold to 
another, but unable to settle and get 
out, as contracts would not ‘‘ring,’’ that 
it was hoped enough wheat and oats would be 
delivered to enabie these midale men to get 
out, draw down their margins and take thelr 


profits. 

The deliveries were larger than expected 
about 100,000 bu wheat and 150.000 bu rom be- 
ing sentout, D. R. Francis 4 Bros. starting 
out 8,000 bu of the wheat, the oats coming 
from every direction and ‘representing about 
all the stock of No. 2 oats beld in store 
here. All this wheat and corn 
went * into what traders call 
**boles*’—received and held by firms intend- 
intending to carry or make use of the grain.

HOW NANTUCKET IS OWNED. 


Queer Customs Told About at A State House 
Hearing. 


From the Boston Globe. 

A large part of the Island of Nantucket is 
most curiously involved so far as concerns its 
ownership. This state of affairs was de- 
veloped at a hearing before the House judi- 
clary committee, where the statement of H. 
B. Worth, Esq., of New Bedford, brought out 
these facts: Previous to the year 1698 the 
Island of Nantucket belonged to the colony 
ot New York, it being ceded in 
that year to the Massachusetts Bay 


Colony. In 1671 the inhabitants, with 
Thomas Macey attheir head, had purchased 
the title of the Indian owners, and in 1684 the 
island was owned equally in common by 
twenty-seven men, among whom sheep rais 
ing was the principal occupation. It became 
necessary to ascertain how many sheep each 
owner could fairly pasture onthe island. It 
was deemed that one acre could maintain one 
sheep, which was called a ‘‘sheep’s com- 
mon,’’ and which became the unit of value of 
land. Accordingto their rude estimate the 
island contained 19,440 acres, thus entitling 
each ofthe twenty-seven, as his individual 
interest in the land, to 720 ‘‘sheep’ 
commons. In 1717, by a statute 
of Anne, the owners were conati, 
tuted a ‘*proprietary,’’ a quasi corporation, 
in which sheep's commons’’ were treated as 
shares, the proprietor’s voting power de- 
pending upon the number of ‘‘sheep’s com- 
mons’’ which he owned, andin that year, by 
sale, inheritance, etc. the number of proprie- 
tors had increased to about 50, bo one owning 
exactly 720 ‘‘sheep’s commons,’’ some more 
and the great number of them less. Until re- 
cent years much of this land has not been 
considered worth thee panes ofeven attempt- 
ing to secure a title, and it was never taxed 
until 1887. In ali 2] ‘‘divisions’’ were set off, 
the last in 1855, and, of 
the de of confusion 
title ecreases according to 
lateness of its partition. And even where the 
owners are comparatively weil known, in 
many cases itis dimoult to locate their land - 
because of the eruditv of the original metbods 
ofsurvey. These lands or more or less in de- 
mand for summer residences, but intending 
urchasers are frightened away by the con- 
used titles, andthe lands lie idle and unim- 
proved, the town thus losing much benefit- 
A bill was presented tothe committee, provid- 
ing in substance that persons owning 
in certain **divisions,’’ known as 
Maddaket, Great Neck, Smooth Hum- 
mocks, Maddaket Swamps, Trott’s Hillis, 
Plains, Head of the Plains, Woods, Maddaket 
Salt Meadows, South Kast Quarter, North 
Pasture, Middle Pasture, Gibbs’ Swamp, 
Shimmoo, Peat Swamps, Beach Shares of 1805, 
Sapam, ocomo an Koskata, who do not 
thin two years claim identity and pay tax 
on their land, sbal! lose it elther to the person 
occupying it or to the town. It is stated that 
the confusion increases with time; that 
sooner or later*the Legislature must make 
some remedy; that no cure can be had 
which will not affect somebody's interests; 
but that the one suggested inflicts an injury to 
actual owners so infinitesimally small that it 
wonld never be felt. In fact, a very large 
oportion of the actual owners have not the 
east knowledge of thelr ownersh! The 
number of acres affected is from 12 to 15. 
000, the actual acreage of the island, accord- 
ing to more recent surveys, being about 80, 000. 
All or nearly all of them who are aware of 
their interests agree to the proposed bill.

SOME ‘pints ABOUT FRENCH MANNERS AND | °T'8! 
CUSTOMS. 


— 


Advice to Americans Going Abroad—Who 
Makes the First Call—Answers to Notes 
of Invitatien—The Preper Form— Dress 
Suitable for Different Occastens—Some 
Beautiful Dresses.

ARIS, April 9.— 
In a very few 
weeks more 
Paris will be 
thronged with 
Americans, 
mostly tourists, 
it is true, who 
have come 
merely to see 
the Exhibition 
and to spend 
part of the sum - 
mer in travel. 
But there will 
also arrive a 
good many of 
our country- 
people, who 
will make a pro- 
tracted stay 
— and will mingle 
more or less with French society and with the 
resident Americans. To these last some few 
Rotes on special points of Parisian 
etiquette may not prove uninteresting. 
In the first place, contrary to American usage, 
the new-comer is expected to make the first 
call on the resident. This is not only the case 
with those persons who wish to pay their re- 
spects to the wives ofthe American Minister 
and Consul-General, but also so far as visiting 
in general is concerned. Thisis a very wise 
regulation for two reasons. In the first place 
the size of Paris, the multiplicity of 
hotels and boarding-houses, and the lack of 
apy one place of general registration for 
American arrivals, prevents the resident 
from learning anything concerning the move- 
ments of three-fourths of the American tray- 
elers who come to Paris. Secondly, many of 
our traveling country-people neither want to 
visit nor to receive visits, They are busied 
with sight-seeing and shopping, and are glad 
to be free for a while from the formalities of 
social intercourse. This is a fact that their 
acquaintances in Paris readily comprehend, 
and even when most deslrous of seeing their 
former friends they hesitate to call for fear of 
being intrusive. 
The custom of returning visits by means of 
CABDS SENT BY POST, 
which is, I believe, in vogue in Washington, 
isin Paris considered the height of discour- 
tesy. During the Exhibition of 1578, when a 
great many splendid entertainments were 
given by sundry members of the American 
colony to their traveling country-people, a 
vast amount of indignation was excited by 
this practice. Another American peculiarity 
that should be avoided, especially in 
intercourse with French people, is the 
signing of a letter or note by 
married ladies with their husbands’ 
Christian names instead of their own, such as 
„Mrs. John Smith, Mrs. Thomas Brown, 
instead of Mary Smith’’ or Annas Brown. 
The former signature is never employed in 
Paris except when the writer is addressing 
some person ofa station markedly inferior to 
the writer’s, such asa servant ora lodging- 
house keeper. Evenin such instances it is 
best to write in the third person, such as 
‘*Mrs. John Smith requests her grocer to send 
her a pound of where 
the name and position of 
the husband de defini tel 
stated !tshoulu beso given in an additions 
signature in brackets. in this wise: Ann 
Jones (Mrs. Gen, Jones). This is an unim- 
portant matter itis true, but I have seen 
such irritation caused by the practice that I 
have thought it best to mention it. I was 
shown, some years ago, a regrettoa dinner 
party, penned by the wife of a prominent 
American official, which ran as follows: 


Madame Z—-: 

I calied to-day to answer in person your 
invitation to your dinner of Tuesday next. 
We have an engagement and cannot come. 
Yours very truly, MR 

The lady who received this doubtless well- 
meant note was reduced by it to that state of 
wrath which is best expressed by the term 
‘‘dancing mad. 

A curious 

RULE OF FRENCH ETIQUETTE 

is, that in writing a note or letter, the abbre- 
viations ‘‘M.’’ or Mme. for ‘‘Monsieur’’ 

or ‘‘Madame’’ should never be employed for 
the person one is addressing. The writer 
may use it for himself or herself, but must 
punctiliously give the word in full for his cor- 
respondent. his isso contrary to our own 
custom of never writing Mister“ or ‘‘Mis- 
tress’’ that the French style seems awkward. 
But it is a point a good deal insisted upon, 
nevertheless. The mode of writing a letter, 
too, is of great. importance. Meissonier was 
once roused to fury by receiving a letter that 
concluded thus: ‘‘Sir, Isalute you.’’ It was 
written by an American who probably had 
seen that formula employed somewhere, and 
was not aware that is only 
used in intercourse with trades people. The 
code of such terminations includes 
so many shades of deference or friendliness 
from *‘Accept, sir, the assurance of my high- 
est consideration,’’ which is appropriate for 
a foreign minister touse when addressing a 
Cabinet officer, down to ‘‘All my compliments 
and my sincere friendship, dear sir,’’ or 
„madame, when the letter is written to a 
personal triend, that itis impossible to quote 
them all. Butno American lady must ever 
sign herself in French when writing to a 
Frenchman, ‘*Yours very sincerely,’’ or 
Truly your friend,’’ as such a form is looked 
upon as highly improper. 

The usual visiting hours in Paris are from 3 
o’clock to 7 in the afternoon on one day of the 
week, every — who goes at all into society 
having her regular reception day. The visit- 
ing season usually extends from November 
till May, but will this year by many hostesses 
be prolonged through the whole or greater 
part of the summer, on account of the exhibi- 
tion. Cards left upon a lady who has a recep- 
tion day, especially when left on the day that 
she is at home, are held to be an intimation 
that her acquaintance is no longer desired. 
Party calls, or as they are oddly termed 
here,

should be paid withia a week after the enter- 
tainment if possible.

SAUCE MAKING. 


Valuable Recipes by the Author of Ten 
Dollars Enough. 
From Choice Cookery’’ by Catherine Owen. 

In making mayonnaise stir the yolk of the 
egg at least a minute before beginning to add 
oll. The oil must be added drop by drop, 
one drop to every one or two circuiis of 
the spoon. When the mayonnaise becomes 
quite thick use a few drops of vinegar to thin 
it, then more oil until sufficient sauce be 
made. The vinegar should be very strong. 


When made the sauce should be kept cold. 

Green mayonnaise is made dy boiling pars- 
ley a minute ortwo, poundin 9 passing the 
pulp through a sieve, when it is added to the 
sauce. Red mayonnaise is made with 
pounded lobster coral. Anything added to a 
salad must be ice cold. 

For aspic mayonnaise whisk half a pint of 
aspic jelly with an egg-beuter until it isu 
white froth. Then beat in very gradualiy a 
quarter of a pint of olive oll and a tablespoop- 
ful of Tarragon vinegar. Add a saltspoonful 
of salt, a pinch of pepper and a pinch of 
powdered — 

Tartare sauce is mayonnaise with mustard, 
chives, chopped pickles and Tarragon added. 
Cold cucumber sauce is mayonnaise with an 
equal Ggpntity of grated cucumber, drained, 

resse a stirred into it, with a saltspoon- 

ul of salt and a tew drops of very strong 
vinegar. 

For horse-radish sauce grate three table- 
spoonsfu!l of horse-radish fine, put to it a tea- 
spoonful of sugar, one of salt and one of vin- 
egar, or a tablespoonful of Cheblis wine. Let 
thems an hour or two and the last thing 
before serving stirin four tablespoonsful of 
cream whipped very solid. For hotsauce two 
yolks of eggs and two tablespoonsful of water 
must be substituted for cream. For mint 
sauce take only the young, tender — not 
a bit ot stem, and chop very fine indeed. To 
two tablespoonsful adda tadlespoon and a 
halt ot brown sugar and three of vinegar. It 
should be quite thick. 

In mayonnaise everything depends on care 
and very little on skill. The proportion of 

oxge to Oil cannotand need not be stated ex- 
— y. Theegg is only a foundation and the 

onnaise will ‘‘come’’ no better with two 

vol sthan with one, Acoolroom is always 

insisted on for making the same, but the ama- 

teur should put oll, eggs and bowl also into 

the ice-box until well cbilled.

SAMUEL M. BRECKENRIDGE 

was introduced by George W. Allen, who pre- 
sided. Mr. Breckenridge“ address was 
longer than was anticipated, but very in- 
structive. His eulogy of Washington was en- 
thusiastic, but he mainly devoted his atten- 
tion to the Constitution. ‘‘The fameof this 
great paper, he said, can never be sepa- 
rated from the giories of the man without a 
rival who presided over the convention which 
framed it, and was the first 
President of the nation it formed 
of States. The Union could not have 
been created, or if created could not have ex- 


isted without his heroic efforts, his god-like 
self-denial, patience, perseverance, wisdom, 
courage, patriotism. It could not have been 
preserved except under the provisions of this 
great charter, framed with such consummate 
wisdom. 
„Ihe vast territory of which Missouri isa 
small part was on the day of the inaugura- 
tion of the first President a Span- 
sh possession of virgin forests and 
plains, almost pathiess and uninhabited. Un- 
er the pressure of European war Spain ceded 
it to France,and France by the great Napoleon 
fe the United States by the treaty of Paris 
ighty-six years ago this very day. St. Louis, 
‘nominally founded in 1764, was then a trading 
f a few huts, remote from civi- 
the resort of thriftless hunters 
wandering Indians.

BADGES AND BUNTING. 


The Enormous Sale of Both Yesterday by 
the Dealers. 


The rain on Monday discouraged many 
whose inclination and intention was to deco- 
rate their buildings for the centennial celebra- 
tion but the patriots made up in personal e- 
oration what was lacking in the ornamenta- 
tion of buildings and residences. Such a sale 
of badges and ribbon was vever known in the 
city. Every person seemed to want some- 


thing to wear which would be emblematic of 
the spirit that animated them, and the great 
majority were perfectiy willing to spend 
a quarter for such an ornament. The number 
of official badges sold by Haskell, the Sixth 
street badge man, was over five thousand, 
and he says he could have sold 5,000 more 
had his supply not given out and his force bven 
unable to turn out more medals quick enough 
to keep up with the demand. The Haskell 
Engraving Co. on Olive street struck off a 
special medal and sold fully 25,000. When 
these gave out they began to sell little flags 
with a picture of ashington on them 
and disposed of about two thousand 
or three thousand of these. The 
sales in all the other stores where badges are 
made a specialty of was 7 ortionately 
large, and there were hundreds of street fak- 
irs, whose emblems disappeared as soon as 
they could pass them over. To-day a number 
ot orders were received from other points for 
medals as souvenirs, and the. sales will be 
greatly Increased by these subsequent orders. 
The sale of flags and bunting was hardly 
less remarkable than that of badges. Barr's 
sold fully 400 bolts of flagging and colors 
and twenty-five dozen silk handkerchiefs 
showing the stars and stripes. Scruggs, 
Vandervoort & Barney aiso sold a great 
amount of flagging and tri-colored bunting, 
15,000 yards being the estimate made of the 
sales. A great amount of silk riboon for 
boutonnieres was also sold.

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WASHINGTON PARADE. 


A BRITON’S SURPRISE AT ITS*CHARACTER 
AND ORDER. 


Great Difference Between Large Gather- 
ings in This Country and Abroad—Order- 
liness of American Crowds as Com- 
pared With British—Absence of Drunken- 
ness and Thievery—High Praise From 


Abroad. 

66 ESTERDAY I‘was 
YY a most inter- 
ested spectator 
of the Washing- 
ton Oentennial 
Prade,’’ said 
Walter 8.

Ican wellexpress. Wein Englandand Scot- 
land are acoustomed to great crowds, but the 
character of that which I saw yesterday was 
a revelation tome. We have nota few pro- 
cessions at home, but when one is 
to take place a large number 
of special police are sworn in, the streets are 
lined with troops, a large reserve force is held 
in readiness and preparations are made for 
receiving an immense accession to the usual 
numberat the different jails. Detectives in 
plain clothes are scattered through the 
crowd, warnings against pickpockets hung 
up in all conspicuous places, the liquor-shops 
are carefully watched and every possible pre- 

caution taken against disorder. 

BRITISH AND AMERICAN PROCESSIONS. 

**In spite of all this no crowd of 20,000 peo- 
ple ever assembled in the British Isles without 
twice as much disorder as was seen yesterday 
in the great mass of people that thronged the 
streets of St. Louis. I took pains to go about 
the streets both before, during, and after the 
parade, and nowhere could 1 find any disor- 
der and scarcely any drunkenness. If one- 
tenth of the people gathered together here 
had been assembled in Dundee, by 8 o’clock 
at night the streets would have been 
crowded with drunken men and 
the statlon- houses would have deen 
full to overflowing. The Americans 


certainly do not enjoy the reputation of being 
a particularly temperate people, but they cer- 
tainly deserve it. I have participated in pro- 
cessions myself, and know what marching is, 
and how tired and thirsty the men become. 
In Glasgow, where I lived for several vears, it 
was a regular thing for acrowd of men to 
break from the ranks whenever the line of 
march passed a saloon, and I watched for this 
yesterday. 
REMARKABLE TEMPERANCE. 

**I went into sections of the city remote 
from the great thoroughfares and watched 
themen march past. They were evidently 
tired and thirsty, but scarcely a man broke 
ranks, all seeming to to take pride in holding 
their places, and preventing anything like 
disorder. This may seem a small matter, but 
to one who isnot accustomed to the way in 
which things are done in this country, it was 
surprising and significant. Thatthe military 
and militia should keep in line is 
of course natural, but that such 
an organization as the . 0. 
W. W., representing as they do the middle 
and poorer classes and with no discipline 
thatcan be enforced should have kept in 
column as they did is most astonishing to any 
one who knows British workmen, generally 
considered as fnferiorin intelfigence to none. 
The men were by no means Prohibitionists, as 
I saw later. I had the curiosity to follow 
them to the point where the parade broke up, 
and noticed that a great many went into 
saloons. They soon came out, however, 
and 1 did not see three drunken men. In 
London at least one-third of those engaged in 
such a parade would have been very much 
the worse for liquor, and hundreds would 
have been helplessly intoxicated. The con- 
trast was most marked and most honorable to 
the American people. 

ABSENCE OF CRIME. 

What was even more remarkable was the 
absence of petty — 2 It looks as if 
the art of pocket-picking was un- 
known in this country. At home hun- 
dreds of purses are taken whenever 
there is a crowd, and the papers are full of ac- 
counts of losses. As far as Ican learn there 
were none yesterday. Then l did not see a 
fight anywhere. It may be that the readiness 
with which Americans betake themselves to 
deadly weapons had something to do with 
this, rendering arow a more serious matter 
than it is in the old country. Whatever the 
reason, there was none of the exchange of 
fisticuffs that always attends the dispersal 
of a British parade, and we 
call ourselves the most law abiding people in 
Europe. But to have tried to bandle such a 
crowd with so few policemen would have 
been simply madness in any great city in En- 
gland, and would have led toa regular satur- 
nalia ofcrime. Scenes like those of yester- 
day show why Republican government suc- 
ceeds in this country. The procession could 
not have been duplicated inany other coun- 
try in the world.’’

Apparently not appreciating the 
depth of the scheme Senator McGrath suggest- 
ed that the amendment was incomplete, as it 
did not provide fora trial ofthe ‘‘cause.’’ 
The suggestion brought the mansion cligue 
to their feet.

Said board = shall 
be appointed for a term of two years 
from the lst day of January, 1889, and until 
their successors are duly appointed and quali- 
fied. The compensation for members of said 
Board of Registration shall be fixed by the 
Municipal Assembly and payable out of the 
City Treasury.’’ 

The act provides for meetings with the Re- 
corder whenever any seven members of the 
board shal! desire it. 

In the House another scheme of tinker- 
ing with the election law is under way. 
John Dempsey has introduced 
a bill to regulate and control primary elec- 
tions in the city of St. Louta. The fourth sec- 
tion of the act is as follows: The Recorder 
of Voters shall furnish to such persons, who 
may app’y for them for use in said elections, 
copies . che poll-books, upon payment to him 
of the necessary expense of preparing the 
same. 

This section will, if it becomes a law, 
give to the ward workers copies of 
the books, the very point which the 
Recorder fought against so determinedly 
last November. His argument is that placing 
the books in the possession of the ward-work- 
ers will enable a half-dozen repeaters to vote 
on nearly 1,000 names in the various pre- 
cincts. 

This bill is not, however, devoid of good 
features. Section 14 is intended to do away 
with 

PURCHASING OF VOTES. 
It provides that ‘‘Any candidate or other 
person who shall offer any money, fee or re- 
ward, directivor indirectly to any voter to 
influence or procure his vote, or any employe 
or agent of such employer who shall intim- 
idate or threaten with discharge any employe 
for the purpose of influencing his vote, and 
any person who shali endeavor by threat or 
otherwise to intimidate or bribe any judges or 
clerks of election, or who shall interfere with 
or disturb or obstruct officers, judges, clerks 
or voters in their duty shali be guilty of a fel- 


ony, etc.

5, but has
